The other was 
reported to be that of Joseph Kooh, 
but as there is a Ja m e s Knob in the 
list of rescued some doubt has arisen 
in regard to the second body taken to 
Milwaukee. 
Kooh does not a ppear in 
the st eamship company's list of dead. 
The cause of the disaster is envel­ 
oped in mystery. 
F. F. Polvin, cabin 
watch, said that the boat was very 
low at the stern when the first alarm 
was given. 
He said they pushed tw en­ 
ty-nine railroad cars into the lake to 
ease the vessel, but without avail. 
The sum total of the catastrophe is 
told in the figures, twenty-nine lives 
lost and a 
financial loss exceeding 
$500,000.

lars a year would be almost criminal 
to my mind. 
Why. the best prop­ 
osition the Little Falls company has 
yet made is 2t£c a kilowat 
hour, 
while the home company has offered 
to furnish current at 2Vie a kilowat 
hour, a saving of $1350 a year on 
current for light alone.
